1. PRESIDENT'S MEETING WITH BREZHNEV. NATIONAL EVENING 
TELEVISION NEWS (JULY 30) DEVOTED SEVEN OUT OF TOTAL OF 
TWENTY MINUTES ON HELSINKI EVENTS TO PRESIDENT'S MEETING 
WITH BREZHNEV. TV COVERAGE INCLUDED INFORMAL PRESS 
CONFERENCE AT END OF MEETING. ALL CENTRAL PRESS FRONT- 
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DISCUSSION COVERED BILATERAL AFFAIRS INCLUDING SALT AND 
SAYS "OPINIONS WERE EXHCANGED" ON THE MIDDEL EAST AND ON 
OTHER INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS. TASS ITEM ALSO REPORTS 
INFORMAL NEWS CONFERENCE AND BEZHNEV'S HOPE THAT CSCE 
WILL INTER ALIA BVING STRICT RESPECT FOR SOVEREIGN 
RIGHTS AND NON-INTERFERENCE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS. IN

OPENING STATEMENT WITH EXCERPTS OR PARAPHRASES OF SPEECHES 
BY OTHER FIRST DAY PARTICIPANTS. COMUNIST STATE SPEAKERS 
RECEIVED FULLER TREATMENT. THOUGH WILSON AND SCHMIDT ARE 
ALLOTED APPROXIMATELY ONE PAGE-LENGTH COLUMN. PARAPHRASE 
OF SCHMIDT SPEECH INCLUDES HIS REFERENCE TO PEACEFUL 
CHANGE OF FRONTIERS AND HIS "EMPHASIS” ON IMPORTANCE OF

PRAVDA AND BOVIN FOR IZVESTIYA WRITE ATMOSPHERE PIECES 
WHICH MAKE INTER ALIA FOLLOWING POINTS. BOTH NOTE THAT 
SPEAKERS ARE EMPHASIZING DIFFERENT ASPECTS OF CSCE FINAL 
DOCUMENT BUT ALL ARE BOUND BY SENSE OF ACCOMPLISHMENT. 
ZHUKOV BLASTS "REACTIONARY BOURGEOIS PRESS/ FOR INSISTING 
THAT ONLY COMMUNIST BLOC STANDS TO GAIN FROM CONFERENCE. 
BOVIN SAYS BASKET I IS THE FULCRUM OF THE AGREEMENT AND
